I succeeded iu reaoln'ng an altiiude 
of nearly 8,000 feet, and then gave'ont 
on account of a previous illness, from 
which I had not fully recovered, and 
was compelled to return to a ranch down 
on the “ tim ber line.” Here 1 awaited 
the return of the party, which was 
composed of Col, Grasty, of. Virginia, 
and Mf; fiairy Stevens,' of Cleveland, 
who had accompanied me from home. 
The gigantic crater is about one mile 
in diam eter and 4,500 feet deep, and, 
almost incredible to believe, bu t never­ 
theless true, there is n settlement con­ 
sisting of fotly sulphiit tniUers in the 
bottom of this awful cavity, theii only 
mode of ingr&ss ahd egrnas ftcim this 
infetnal reijibn ijeibg by the means of a 
windlass of l,Obl) feet of rope, by which 
they are lowered down to a shelf in the 
side of the abyss, the rest of the jour­ 
ney downward being performed on foot, 
over a long and steep descent. 
The 
thoughts of .G'^ast-y and Stevens, were 
now tul'ned lo tlie liO.iril'le ,gl'I.f that 
yawned before them,-for iu it they m ust 
pass the night, which would fall in the 
course of two or three h o u rs; for it was 
alike impossible to spend it on the 
mountain-top, or to return down to the 
“ tim ber line.” An Injlian employ,e of 
the suljiiiur miiie had preceded them 
np the volcano, bearing their letter of 
introduction to Senor Corchado, the 
anperintendcnt of the mine, who imme­ 
diately repaired to the summit, where 
he m et them half or three-quarters of 
an hour after their arrival. 
Corohado, “ the Old Man of the Moun­ 
tain,’' is ft sitígltlar bharftcte.t. 
Horn at 
TiaroacaB,.he ]ias,,alwftys Jiyecl..dn tho 
mounfaih, or in liis present brim stsne 
hdmb, -Whbro his father Jived ahd died 
before him. 
He lias been iutimátél'j' 
conneoted 
with 
Propoeatapetl, 
nnd 
everything associated with the groat vol­ 
cano, for over a half century. 
He now 
lives at the bottom of the crater, 4,500 
feet below its rooky iiiin. . To 
this 
strange adoile he welcomed Crusty anti 
Stevens with heartiness and real hospi­ 
tality. 
ENTEBINCi THE VOLCANO. 
They zigzagged down the bleared and 
blackened rocks 
about 200 feet, and 
came to a windlass called “El Mala­ 
cate. ” From this was suspended a ca­ 
ble about an inch and a half in diameter 
and a thou.sand feet Ipng. 
From this 
point they obtained ft rnqgni.iieent view 
of the crater, whoso wiilln rose iu all 
directions in frightful wildness and 
snblimity. 
They at once appreciated 
its enormous dimensions. 
Nearly a mile 
below them was the bottom, almost lost 
in th e darkness and distance. 
To illue- 
trate the great depth, it would bo no 
eiaggOratioii to say that if yoti wejo. to 
take M ount Vesuvius, which is 1,500 
feet high, and tu rn it upside down and 
stick it into the crater, it would about 
fill it. 
T his gulf presents one of the grandest 
sights on earth, and has a terriiile fas 
oiaation for tho beholder. 
The most 
stolid are greafly impressed, While tho 
susceptible are completely overwhelmed 
by its awful sublim ity. 
Grnsty and. 
Stevens peered over tho ledge where 
stood tho windlass, and saw far, far below 
them a leWel rook that formed the top 
of a long steep declivity, a t the foot of 
which was a black spot. 
This they 
were told was the m iner’s house. 
They 
were to descend to the declivity by the 
rone, having accepted Corohado’s invi­ 
tation to spend the night below. Corch­ 
ado and BtCvens went first. 
They weto 
tied to the cable in such a manner that 
they sat side by side. 
F o r about the distance of 150 feet tho 
ledge from which they mftde tbeir wild 
leap proj doted out ov8r tho ‘precipice, 
and consetjuently they hung free and 
dangling in mid-air. 
It was only a 
m inute o r two, however, before they 
came to a place where tho cliff bellied 
o u t further than the windless rook, and 
they were compelled to kick against its 
strong front to keep clear of it. 
Im ­ 
mense clouds of sulphurous steam and 
ses rolled skyward from beneath this 
projection. 
These nauseated Stevens, 
and sot iiim to vomiting badly. 
They 
were now out of sight of the people 
above thorn. 
Stevens afterward said 
he felt that he was going straight into 
th e jaws of hell. On every side of them 
was a gigantic and hideous ruin of 
cracked cliffs and blistered crags. 
B e­ 
neath them were pools of liqnid and 
burning sulphur that trickled in little 
rivulets from the gashed and fire- 
m arked walls of the orator. 
Noxious 
vapors floated through tho 
air—all 
seemed a horrible nightmare. 
They 
reached the declivity in safety after a 
fearful journey of ten minutes, and 
untied 
themselves. 
The rope was 
then pulled up. 
THE VUMES OF At-EBNUS;'" 
T he colonel proceeded to tie= himself 
on. 
Through some mistake the rope 
th a t went round his back slipped down 
too low. 
H a dropped from the crag, 
still weak from the suffering be had ex­ 
perienced in the ascent. 
Bve'rythiug 
went well until he got to the placs 
where the precipice bulges out.'. Here 
disaster overtook him. 
A cjondpf gas 
laden vapor enveloped him, and he 
fainted away with yet 700 feet- to de­ 
scend, 
Oarohado and Stevens saw him 
let go of the rope, throw his arms out 
grasping at the air, and fall back until 


his head was lower than his heels j then 
spin round and round, 
striking tho 
sharp rooks in a tearful manner.' Sto 
vens said it fairly made his blood run 
cold, and he tnrnefl hiS head from tho 
awful sight. 
Meanwhile t/orchádo had 
given the man at the windless a sign to 
lower faster, nnd G rasty’s apparently 
lifeless and m utilated body soon reached 
the spot whore they stood. 
H is face 
was severely bruised, and his clothing 
badly torn, while tho blood was trick­ 
ling from Ilia nose nnd ears, but ho still 
breathed. 
After an hour’s rubbing nnd 
throwing of snow iii liia face he oamc 
to, and the whole party, how augmented 
by the arrival of a num ber of peon 
•a from below, descended the slop- 
— ^f the oráíéf. 
Corohado and 


Stevens, and a peon, 
After they had 
got about half way dowii the steep they 
exporioDped from the ice nnd sidaes 
great difficulty in traveling. 
The most 
aunoyiag thing, however, was the con­ 
stant danger they ware ig of being 
crushed by tho hngo hunks of ice and 
rock th at were coutiniially rolling down. 
This debris ia the m atter that is loosen­ 
ed daily by tho snii, whoBO warmth 
strikes off its icy fetters nnd sutlers 
gravity te IiaJ'O its way. 
After two 
hours’ slippery dc3C3i'.'li’'g they reached 
THE BOTTOM OP THE PIT 
about 4:30 in the afternoon of Thanks­ 
giving day. 
I t was now m ote than 
fourteen horns since they had left the 
timber line: 
D uring this time they had 
asoehded over 9,000 fBet to thb snmmit, 
and then descended 1,500 feet into the 
bowels of the volcano. 
T hat is, they 
were about eleven hours going np 6,000 
feet, and tliree hours going down, in­ 
cluding stoppages at the edges of tho 
Crater-, 
Here they found a hu t mado of 
stonOs,, ihhabited b* the sulphur m in­ 
ers.- 
On arriving iit the hut thcyim iae- 
diatoly threw themselves upoii a pile of 
miifs ahd Songlit Slumber; hnt they lay 
all the long night tteafioi! atid ttom , 
rolling and tossing in ineffectual at­ 
tempts to gain a little sleep; The next 
morning Corchado prepared breakfast, 
and summoned them to partake of it. 
Aside from drinking a cup of coffee, 
they could eat nothing. 
Xheir stom­ 
achs were not used to the treatm ent 
they had been reooiviiig the past thirty- 
six hours, and so refused to bo com­ 
forted. 
'Their lungs, too, were also in 
rebellion, aud were disgusted with tho 
vapidity of the cii and t-h^ gaseous ex­ 
halations of the “ breathing lióles.” 
These they now visited, in company 
with their kind and generous host. 
They are tho mighty fissures that ap­ 
pear in every direction in tho bottom of 
this Vftstoavity. They are not very broad, 
blit itre deep; 
From these fissures is­ 
sued dense inilsses of fapbr ahd dmoke, 
heftvily Indfen * ith sublim ated sulphilr. 
This oondosses ’a.V soon ds the steam 
strikes tho cold air above, .-.nd then falls 
in a fine sprinkle on the surrounding 
rocks; 
Tixi.s Tirocess has been going on 
for ages, until the xvhCie interior of this 
great orifice is thickly coated with, a 
remarkably fine quality of tho flour of 
sulphur. This is in quantities that are 
ine.xhanstiblo. nnd some day will pro­ 
duce a colossal foitttne for its owner, 
Gen. Ocho. 
Forty miners are nOSv en­ 
gaged in excavating and hoisting it to 
the top of the crater. 
To return to tho chasms, however. 
The party visited the largest and gazed 
down into it. 
They could see no bot­ 
tom for it, ended in stygian darkness. 
They roiléd a liiige.stoie into its ragged 
throat. 
A series of fepb'rta, canoed by 
the missile bounding from side to side 
of the pit, came back, loud at first, but 
gradually diminishing until they died 
away in the awful depths below. 
Tho 
other holes wore vomiting steam and 
making a great noise, which at times 
seemed like the slow and laboring throb 
of Cyclopean enginery. 
At others it 
sofinded like the_ bellowing and skriek- 
ing of devils. 
Havliig n ”W Been every­ 
thing that could bo seen, they bid their 
new-made but long-to-bo-femembered 
friend, Corchado, farewell, and set out 
to return, aooompanied by four Indians. 
THE ASCENT. 
The 3,500 feet climb to the end of the 
rope was a fearful job, but tlie ascent 
by the rope was s,till worse. 
They wore 
compelled to kick and pusli against the 
cliff incessantly to prevent being drag­ 
ged to pieces on the sharp rocks. They 
got to the top in safety, however, and 
there found mote pcon.4 to take them lo 
tho “ timber line.” They made tho de­ 
scent by sitting down on a piece of tliick 
matting, with an Indian seated behind 
each of them, to steer this novel vehielo 
while sliding down the mountain, over 
ihe snow, and ioe. 
They descended six 
lliiles in less ihnii t'it’onty minutes. 
One timfe; while buried in a thick 
sUow-laden cloud, they came near slip ­ 
ping into the Éarranoa del Muerte, a 
chasm SjOOO feet deep. 
On reaching 
the end of tlio snow fields they found 
their horses at L a Ornz, and then rode 
toTlamacas. When I met them I scarce 
ly recognized them, they were so hag­ 
gard, sunburnt, brnised and dirty. 
When Cortez couqnercd Mexico, Po- 
poonpetl was in a -state of combustion, 
and throwing out vast volumes of smoke, 
which could be soon for a hundred miles 
iu every direction. 
Now the quantity 
is so small that it can be seen only after 
arriving at its base. 
The first white 
man to ascend it was Francisco Monta- 
no, in 1519. 
Ho was sent to tho crater 
for a supply of sulphur for Cortez, nnd 
to impress tho Aztecs with tho courage 
of the Spaniards. 
Since then numerous 
ascensions have been mado by eminent 
savans, travelers, and adventurers from 
Europe and the U nited States. 
Mrs, 
John W. Foster, the wife of our minis­ 
ter, and Mrs. Arthur Terry, of Connecti­ 
cut, are the only women th at ever scaled 
Popocatapetl to its toi), and Col. S. G. 
Qrasty and H arry Stevens, of Cleveland, 
are the only foreigners th at ever de­ 
scended to the bottom of the crater, and 
there passed the night. 
The last em ption of Popocatapetl 
ooourred, according to an ancient Azteo 
Maguey paper MS. now in the posses­ 
sion of Senor Eamerez, of Maoamecca, 
about the middle of the fourteenth cen­ 
tury, nearly 170 years before the Span 
inrd first trod the valley of Mexico.

E ussia and Engianfi in P ersia. 
Tho oorrespondent of the Indepen­ 
dence Beige tends some interesting in- 
formaiion from Teheran. 
I t is to the 
effect that sooJi after Beutor’s conces 
sioa of a monopoly of I ’eiSiau railroads 
fell through, a Enssian, one II!. Do 
Falkenhagen, appeared ou tho scene, 
who, taken up his residence at tho 
Eussian legation in Theran, presently 
p ut in claims for a somewhat similar 
cofloessioi, which w-.ro 
warmly sup­ 
ported by tho ezar’a 
fepieseutativo. 
M. Falkenhagen demanded and ob­ 
tained a concession for a railroad from 
Arax, ou the* Caspian sea, tc Tabriz, 
otherwise called TáUris, which is the 
capital of the great northern prov uco 
Azerbijau. 
Tabriz is about a hundred 
miles south of the Bussiau province of 
Georgia, which, up to 1800, belonged 
to Persia. 
It stands on tho banks of 
the Aji rL“et( and was formerly very 
famous for its splendid houses of en­ 
tertainment, e'áravaneitfies find mosques. 
The great mosque at Tabriz, witli the 
excopiion of the Alhambra, is probably 
the most complete and beautiful speci­ 
men of Moorish aiohitecture extant. 
In spite of all its decline, Tabriz is 
still an important place, with a popula 
tion probably not less than seventy 
thousand—at least before the famine 
two years ago. 
Meanwhile the author­ 
ity wo have quoted describes this con- 
oossion to llussin as having caused 
doubts to arise in G reat Britain as to 
whether England had done wisely in 
failing more actively to support Baron 
K euter in his Persian sohomes, and as 
counter display of energy she seeks 
to obtam from the shah the right to 
establish a commercial settlem ent—the 
government of which would, it may be 
prosnmod, be administered by British 
officials— at Mohammorhfl, which is 
situated below tho junction of tho 
Tigriz nnd Euphrates, close to the Per­ 
sian gulf, and not far distant from 
Busaorah. 
Mohnmmorah is close to 
the Knroon river, which is represented 
as being navigable to Shnster, a town 
oue hundred and seventy miles west by 
south of lapalinn, which offers great 
advantages for trade. 
Those sohomes 
will, if carried out, no doubt rohonnd 
to the advantage of E ussia in the north 
of Persia nnd of England in the south ; 
b u t we have some misgivings as to the 
ultimate value of the shah's share in 
such advantages. 
The proverb is eom- 
mou to oast as well as west aboiftt the 
thin end of a wedge. 


Conditions of L ite rary 'Work. 
Here is an account of Goethe’s days at 
Weimar, according to Mr. G. H. Lewes.

M anagem ent o f Horses. 
As the health of tho horse is th e 
highest object to he gained, I will begio 
by a few hints on th at subject. _ T ho 
m ost effectual way of attaiuing this ob­ 
ject is to keep the horse in a good, comr 
fortablo, well-ventilated stable, ■work 
him fairly, feed him well, and groom 
him well. 
The stable ought to be higfi- 
pitched to giro it proper ventilation, 
w ithout the necessity of currents of 
cold air. 
In the ease of a badly venti­ 
lated stable, the air is re-brcatheJ, aud, 
as in the inhalaiion of air the oxygen 
is exhausted to a large extent, and car­ 
bonic acid gas takes its place, it qniokly 
shows its effect on the inmates of the 
atablo. Tho air that has been breathed, 
being warm, ascends, and consequently 
loftiness is essential to carry it off. Tho 
stable should, however, bo constructed 
so as to bo regulated as to warmth, ac- 
oordiilg to the time of year and climate. 
The stable 
should bo paved w ith 
stone, or very hal'd brick, on a slight de­ 
cline to carry off the urine, and should, 
if possible, he trashed out every day. 
Some litter should always ho kept nn- 
der a horse for him to stand ou, as tho 
splashing of tho nriiio often produces 
small sores on the legs. 
Give plenty of 
clean straw to Ho on at night, and never 
neglect to keep all mannro out of the 
stall, for in dirt and bad smclls a liorao 
can uevfcT thrive. 
Groom a horse well 
by hrashe“, cloths, and plenty of hard 
rubbing, and never use tho currycomb 
for anything 
else b u t to clean tlie 
brashes, for if used on the horse, the 
little teeth are apt to scratch and irri­ 
tate tho skin. 
Keep warm blankets on 
iu wintvr and a tliin cover in summer, 
for a fine glossy coat is produced by 
■warm clothing and hard rubbing. 
See 
tliat his feet arc properly wnslied and 
rubbed dry around tlie fetlocks, for 
many a horse has greaso or scrntohos 
from being put into a stable with 'wei 
or muddy feet, though generally a bad 
state of the blood produces it. 
Have the shoes lit well, too largo 
slices are apt to txrist a horse’s leg, and 
too small ones produce corns and con­ 
tracted heels. 
The inside of tho front 
part of tho hind shoo should be round­ 
ed or hammered fíat, in order to prevent 
over-tcaoliing. 
Feed w ell; by which i» 
meant not giving s snperabundanoe of 
food, which is as bad as not giving 
enough, but give him a fair amount— 
say 13 pounds of good hay and 11- gal­ 
lons of grain. This is sufficient for m ost 
.horses ; though in some instanoes m ore 
is required, Feed regnlarly, and abo've 
all things, good good, sound food. Grain 
is best when bruised or ground up, as it 
digests better, and a horse is not so apt 
to bolt it. 
Give water from a river or 
pond, but if this can not be had, draw 
the well ■water sonae hours before g m n g 
it, as cold hard water is likely to pro­ 
duce gripes and cramp. 
Generally w ith these precautions a 
horse is kept in good health and order, 
though it may somotimes be necessary 
to give a little physio; bntdopend upon 
it, the less given tho better, for many a 
■ood horse is made ill and m ined by 
he dosing of inexperienced hands— 
Cor. Country Qentleman. 


W e A re A ll T urning to Ind ian s. 
A Mr. Howarth, of London, thinks 
tho American people are acquiring the 
habits and physical peculiarities of the 
Indian. 
In a recent essay he says : 
The change that two hundred and 
twenty years have produced in tho in­ 
habitants of tho old state of New E ng­ 
land is most marked. 
Although of 
Anglo Saxou, or rather of E nglish de­ 
scent, they have acquired a very dis­ 
tinct type. 
Their hair is grown lo n g ,' 
scant and w iry ; their whiskers have 
also disappeared, ana the hair on tho 
face has been mote and more confined 
to the chin. 
Tho face has grown 
square, the cheek bones projecting, the 
limbs long and wiry, tho body thin, the 
color sand brown, and so markedly that 
the typical Yankee is a well-known 
subvariety of the human species. In 
all these respects th e race has rapidly 
approached to the indigeuuous Amer­ 
ican type, namely, that of the Indian. 
It will not be argued that this has been 
due to the mixture of native blood. 
Neither will it he argued that natural 
selection has produced it.
